Gravely injured David Keefer, 21, Lombard street, Lit­ 
tlestown, and Miss Hulda Mackley, 18, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. ('. (\ Mackley, Gettysburg, ii. I, lie in the hospital here, 
the most seriously injured of the eight accident victims. 
Young Keefer is in a semi-conscious condition and is suf­ 
fering from a possible fracture of the skull, concussion, frac­ 
tures of the right shoulder and right collar bone, possible in­ 
ternal injuries, shock, a deep laceration of the left leg below 
the knee, lacerations, abrasions and contusions of almost his 
entire body. 
Car Somersaults 
Miss Mackley, critically hurt but conscious, received a 
compound fracture of th** right shoulder, internal injuries, 
shock and lacerations of the face and head. 
Keefer and Miss Mackley were occupants of the rumble 
seat of a light roadster being driven south on the Gettysburg- 
Littlestown road, three miles south of here, Saturday evening 
about IO o’clock. 
The driver, Mervin Mummert, 19, Taneytown, IL 2, is 
reported to have lost control of his machine as he tried to pass 
another auto traveling in the same direction. The car ran oil' 
the left side of the road. The driver turned the car sharply 
to the light, the machine skidded across the highway and 
rolled over four or five times.

out before the car came to rest on its top alx>ut 35 feet from 
t Iit* point where it had left the highway.

breast of the dam with the swift current. 
The first victims of drowning in Adams county this sea­ 
son, their lifeless bodies were recovered 45 minutes later from 
the pool below the dam.
